“This is an effort on the part of 
| the local (Milton county) authorities 
| to muddy the waters in retaliation for 
| federal activities in the vicinity,” R. 
Ek. Tuttle, prohibition administrator 
at New Orleans, asserted. 
| To which, Alpharetta officers, deny- 
ae they had acted in a_ vindictive 
spirit, replied : 
| “If the agents had purchased 40 
| gallons of liquor to be used as evi- 
dence and not for illegal purposes, 
what were they taking it to Atlanta 
for, and why didn't they arrest the 
men who sold them this so-called evi- 
dence ?”’

KIDNAPING GANG 
FREES CHICAGOAN 


Al Capone Is Sought for 
Questioning on Release 
of John J. Lynch. |

CHICAGO, Aug. 27.—(#)—A gang 


of kidnapers released John J. Lynch 
early today after holding him for a 
week, leaving officials to guess: at 
their identity and whether their ran- 
som demands had been met. 

Lynch, part owner of a horse race 
information bureau, disappeared last 
Thursday while en route from his Chi- 
eago office to his summer home in 
Lake Geneva, Wis. He drove up to 
‘the house at 4:30 a. m. today in his 
own automobile, with a seven-day 
growth of beard and a ravengps appe- 
' tite, 

“IT am not going to make a com- 
plaint to anyone,” he said after a 
brief rest, arguing that ransom de- 
mands of $250.000 had been refused. 


But associates in the turf world, 
which has known Lynch for 20 years 
or more, circulated the word that 
Marty Guilfoyle and other friends got 
together $75,000 and turned it over 
to an agent for the gang in Chicago 


of Lynch sbortly after last midnight 
Ill., 50 miles south 
Pat Roche, chief investigator for 
that $50,000 had .been paid, and con- 
tinued his search for “Scarface” Al 
boss of Chicago gangsters, 
on a charge of compounding a felony. 
dickered with the

He accused “ex-con- 
victs and some St. Louis men.’ 

Mrs. Lynch, prostrated during most 
of the week, greeted her husband as 
he drove up in the early dawn. Lynch

“I was driving north toward Wis-| 
-consin last Thursday when a car 
crowded me off the road,” he said. 
“I got out, my glasses were knocked 
off and I was covered by seven men 
, With sawed-off shotguns. Three or 
more cars trailed us. A gunnysack 
‘was thrown over my head. After a 
/)0-minute drive I was held at a cot- 
tage until night and then driven six 
or seven hours to the house where! 
I was held captive.” 

The gang treated him well, he said, 
and fed him regularly, but kept his | 
head covered. The meals stopped 
coming yesterday noon.

KEY TO BORROW 
$700,000 FOR CITY 
ON SEPTEMBER 


Mini Plans Loan To Pay 
| Debts and Salaries of 


Employes; Acts Under 


| New Law.

Mayor James L. Key will borrow 
$700,000 on September 1 to pay all 
bills in the comptroller’s office, meet 
the September 1 pay roll of $400,000, 
| including the schools, and enable the 
| city to pay promptly all bills for mer- 
| chandise and other current  obliga- 
tions, the mayor announced Thurs- 
day afternoon following a conference 
with Comptroller B. Graham West. 

The city’s new loan will be obtain- 
ed under authority of an act of the 
1931 general assembly increasing the 
borrowing power to $2,000,000. At- 
lanta has already obtained a loan of 
$1,000,000, and the total of the money 
borrowed niust be repaid out of this 
year's revenue. 

“I had not intended borrowing this 
additional money, but the comptroller 
informs me that unless we obtain 
such a loan, we could not pay salaries 
and other obligations due September 1 
until October 10,” Mayor Key said. 
“Orders will be issued to the city pur- 
chasing agent to buy nothing except 
emergency supplies until the first of 
the year, and I will recommend to 
council that $250,000 of tax fi. fas. 
be sold this fall to raise additional 
ready cash to meet charter require- 


ments, as was done last year. Such

George Alexander Speer, member of 
one of Georgia’s prominent pioneer 
families, and for many years a rank- 
ing figure in banking circles of 
LaGrange and Atlanta, died Thursday 
attecnong at his home, 26 Peachtree 
Circle, N. E., following an illness of 
three weeks. 

Mr. Speer, who was 78 years of 
age, was a bfother of W. J. Speer 
state treasurer, and a& scion of one 
of the oldest families in the state, 
Feeble health forced his retirement 
from active interest in business affairs 
a number of years ago, and a compli- 
cation of ailments was ascribed as the 
cause of his death. 

The funeral will be held at 2: 
o'clock Saturday afternoon at the 
residence, under direction of H. M. 
Patterson & Son. Interment will be 
in the family lot at West View cem- 
etery. 

Born néar Hogansville, Ga., Novem- 
ber 18, 1853, Mr. Speer was educated 
at Georgetown. University, Washing- 
ton, D. C. At an early point in his 
business career he entered the banking 
field, in which he rose rapidly to re- 
sponsible executive position. He was 
president of the LaGrange Banking 
& Trust Company, of LaGrange Ga., 
for 20 years.

LOUISIANA HOUSE 
PASSES LONG BILL 


‘Senator George To Meet 
| Senators of the Cotton 
States in Washington 
- Conference Today. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
One legislative branch of the Louisi- 
ana general assembly, the agriculture 
‘committee of the other branch, and 
‘seven well-attended meetings of farm- 
ers, bankers and businessmen, in as 
many Georgia county seats, were on 
record Friday favoring the Huey P. 
Long cotton prohibition plan for 1952, 
Meanwhile Senator Walter F. 
George, of Georgia, waited in Wash- 
ington for senatorial, representatives 
of nine cotton states to meet with him 
Friday in conference with the federal 
farm board to canvass the general cot- 


ton situation. 

Too, the state department in Wash- 
ington was advised yesterday a for- 
mal note containing expression of in- 
terest in possible world action to sta- 
bilize cotton prices was on its way 
from government heads of Egypt. 

Senator George has a plan he says 
he will submit to the farm board that 
farmers be paid 12 cents a pound for 
their cotton, half of it to be paid im- 
mediately and the other half in Octo- 
ber 1932, provided the cotton growers 
promise not to plant cotton next year, 

At the largest of Georgia county 
seat meetings yesterday, in Macon, ad- 
herents of the Long plan, whieh would 
prohibit the planting of cotton in 
1932, defeated efforts of proponents 
of the George plan to have the sen- 
ator’s proposal adopted. 

Likewise resolutions at five other 
county seat meetings, in Dawson, Ca- 
milla, Waynesboro, Talbotton, Bulloch 
county, and Alma, Ga., were adopted 
approving the Long plan. 

Attendance at the Macon meeting 
was estimated by agriculture officials 
at more than 1,000 persons. Between 
400 and 500 persons attended each of 
the other gatherings. 

The Louisiana house of representa- ~ 
tives passed the Long measure, 77 to 
0, and the agriculture committee of 
the senate considered the bill four 
minutes and without discussion passed 
it favorably to the senate for second 
| reading today and up for passage to- 
| morrow. 

Governor Long predicted the bill 
would be passed quickly by the senate. 

Resolutions adopted at the Georgia 
meetings called upon Governor Rich- 
|}ard B. Russell Jr. to call the legis- 

lature into extraordinary session for 
| action on the Long proposal. Gover- 
nor Russell has made no announce- 
'ment of his intention in the matter. 
When the Huey Long conference was 
called recently Governor Russell was 
quoted as saying he was “not plan-

MACDONALD GOVERNMENT 
IS REPUDIATED BY LABORITES 
BY FRANK H. KING. 

LONDON, Aug. 27.—)—Ramsay 
MacDonald's new national government 
was repudiated this afternoon by the 
entire British organized labor move- 
ment, but it continued to grapple with 
the national financial crisis through- 
out a erowded day which the prime 
minister began by having breakfast 
with Secretary of State Henry L. 
Stimson. 

The MacDonald-Stimson breakfast, 
at the prime minister's residence, 10 
Downing street, was interpreted in 
government circles as a gesture of 
Anglo-American friendship during the 
present British emergency. 

No good will was forthcoming for 
the MacDonald ministry from labor 
ranks, however. The gathering clouds 
of opposition broke late today in a 
hitter manifesto denouncing the na- 
tional government in the strongest 
terms, and including the charge that 
private banking interests precipitated 
Britain's crisis and caused the change 
in government. 

The manifesto, which is an open 
declaration of war on the national 
government's. economy program that 
is aimed at saving the country from 
a $600,000,000 budget deficit, was 
issued jointly by the Trades Union 
congress general council, the national 
executive committee of the labor par- 
ty and the consultative committee of 
the parliamentary labor party. 

Looking toward the general elec- 
tion, the labor organizations issued 
a call to all their supporters to 
strengthen their ranks both by num- 
bers and money for victory at the 
polls. 

The labor manifesto contended an 
unnecessary panic had been created in 
Great Britain and a nation] economy 
program forced upon the country by 
the dictation of domestic and foreign 
bankers.

There are 13 tricks at any bid and 
your partners share is about 3 tricks, 
(in honors and low cards)—the num-| 
ber which you temporarily assume! 
(average expectancy) until better in-| 
formation is available.

Holding 3 1-2 to 4 tricks in all,| 
the hand is bid once.

In the Forcing System, practically 


the same honor strength is shown by 


the Opening suit bids as by the Open- 
ing notrump. The chief difference is 
that the honor strength is apt to be 
concentrated largely in the bid suit, 
while in notrump the honor strength 
is more evenly distributed, rendering 


the hand as a whole stronger defen-
